Auctions Recess 
Thursday At $82.52 
Average For Day 

Pre-Christmas sales of hurley 
ended last Thursday with a 
statewide average of $82.52, 
only 14c under the record high 
set two days earlier at $82.66. 

Burley markets will reopen on 
Tuesday, January 4. 

The highest average price in 
history was established for pre- 
Christmas sales this year. The 
Federal-State Market News Ser¬ 
vice reports gross sales for the 
16 days of auctions totaled 404,- 
489,302 pounds and averaged 
$80.36 per hundred. 

This was $8.05 above last 
year’s average for the same per¬ 
iod, and topped the previous 
record high set in 1968 by $6.30. 

Volume this year is about 81 
million pounds lighter than for 
1970 pre Christmas sales of 
485.471,751 pounds which aver¬ 
aged $72.31. Th e Marketing 
Service estimates that about 
75% of the 1971 crop has already 
passed over the auction floors. 

The Crop Service has estimat¬ 
ed that the 1971 crop is about 
33 million pounds less than was 
produced in 1970. 

The Associaion has received 
only .04% of offerings at sup¬ 
port prices so far this market¬ 
ing season, as compared to 
714% received from pre-Christ¬ 
mas offerings last year. 

Best lugs and flyings sold this 
year at from $3 to $10 above 
their support levels while low 
leaf, low tips and nondescript 
averaged from $10 to $26 above 
supports. 

Morgan's Burley Income 
Nearly $114 Million 

Morgan county’s cash income 
from pre-Christmas sales of 
burley had climbed to $1,465,- 
605.82 early this week. This 
was on the basis of 1,984 checks 
that had cleared through the 
Commercial Bank in West Lib¬ 
erty by noon Tuesday. 

On the same day last year 
2,128 checks had cleared for a 
total income of $1,702,760.01. 

Thus with 124 more checks 
clearing, income was $337,155.00 
higher at this date last year.

ready in effect, will regulate 
interstate shipment of articles 
that can carry hitchhiking 
beetles into new areas. 

The beetles, among the most 
destructive insect pests, spread 
naturally by flying. Consequent¬ 
ly, officials said, new quaran¬ 
tine lines must be drawn each 
year. 

Under quarantine rules, items 
that can carry beetles or their 
larvae cannot move out of an 
infested area unless inspected 
by state or federal plant-pro¬ 
tection officials. The items in¬ 
clude soil, plants with roots, 
compost, bulbs, tubers and me¬ 
chanical earth-moving equip¬ 
ment. 

Japanese beetles are believed 
to have entered the United 
States in plants imported early 
in the century. They were first 
noticed in 1916 near Riverton, 
N. J. 

The insects, which are known 
to attack 275 kinds of trees, 
shrubs, farm crops and garden 
plants, now are entrenched in 
22 states from Maine to Geor¬ 
gia and west to Illinois, the 
department says.

From the Maxey School, he 
went on to attend Bowling 
Green State College, Bowling 
Green, Ky., from which he was 
graduated. 

After graduation and a year 
managing a chain of Southern 


Prior to going to Becker Ju¬ 
nior College as president, he 
served for almost 10 years as 
director of the business admin¬ 
istration school of Bryant Col¬ 
lege, Providence, R.I., a depart¬ 
ment h e established. 

Mr. Lane became the third 
president of Becker in April, 
1927, at which time the school 
counted an enrollment of 100 
students. 

In 1943, under Mr. Lane’s ad¬ 
ministration, the state legisla¬ 
ture made Becker a non-prifit, 
tax-free school, entitled to give 
an associate in science degree.

Superstition never contrib¬ 
utes to the unfolding of truth

There was no more essential 
service rendered than that ren¬ 
dered by the grist mill in rural 
Kentucky for more than a cen¬ 
tury. Over the past century it 
has gradually declined and to¬ 
day it has all but faded from 
the rural scene. 

Going to min, at least ones 
a week, was a chore that had 
to be performed by some mem¬ 
ber vf the family. It was one 
of the chores performed by one 
of Kentucky’s most famous 
sons, Henry Clay. One of the old 
history textbooks pictured him 
mounted on e horse, a top a 
turn of corn, on his way to 
the mill. He received the nick¬ 
name, The Mill Boy of the 
Slashes. The gristmill was more 
important to the rural people 
than was the country store. You 
could do without coffee and 
sugar but no one could get along 
without the staff of fife. 

You could always find a 
sizeable crowd at the gristmill 
on Saturdays. This was the re¬ 
gular grinding day. It also ser¬ 
ved as a social gathering place 
where the farmers exchanged 
news. As the customers arrived, 
their sacks were lined up a- 
round the wall. Each person 
waited his turn for his corn to

millers would shun yellow corn 
as it was not considered fit for 
human consumption. 

In the early days, the power 
lor the gristmill was supplied by 
water or by horses. The horse 
trawled in a circle and pulled 
a long heavy beam which in 
turn rotated the burs. In either 
case, the grinding process was 
very slow. Old-timers claimed 
that the meal was cool, tasted 
better, and lasted or kept 
much better. In time this source 
of power was replaced by the 
steam engine. Alter some fifty 
years, the steam engine, was 
replaced by the gasoline engine 
and old-timers complained that 
the meal came from the mill too 
hot. They said that it would not 
keep as well as the meal pro¬ 
duced by the slower method. 

As one travels through the 
Great Smokies, he will come to 
a water mill by the roadside. 
This mill, with its high water 
wheel, does a good business in 
grinding meal by the slow pro¬ 
cess. They will tell you that ft 
is a slow and costly process aad 
if you purchase a small bag of 
the product, you will agree it is 
costly. 
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The 1972 automobile license 
plates will go on sale Dec. 20 
in the county court clerk's of¬ 
fice.

In a Senate speech intro¬ 
ducing the bill. Baker said it 
would “not put the strip 
miners out of business who 
comply with the highest 
form of reclamation, but it 
will put out of business 
those who don’t.

expansion of 
old stripping would also be 
halted under the Baker- 
Cooper bill. At the end of 
the nine-month period, sur¬ 
face mining would be per¬ 
mitted again only under strict 
control by the Environment¬ 
al Protection Agency (EPA). 

Baker said the immediate 
hold on new operations 
would prevent a rush to get 
new mines opened during 
the period the EPA would 
need to write new regula¬ 
tions and prepare to enforce 
them. 

The bill provides that ope¬ 
rators post a performance 
bond as assurance that all 
future stripped land "be re¬ 
turned substantially to its 
original use and topographi 
cal conformance.”

months. He would crush each 
stone with a heavy hammer and 
little by little he would fill the 
kettle withore bearing streaks 
from the crushed stones. After 
it was full to the brim, he would 
start a huge fire under it. Af¬ 
ter several hours of intense heat 
the mass would begin to melt. 
He would keep skimming off the 
impurities as the mass boiled 
and finally all was left was a 
small saucer shaped disc in the 
bottom of the kettle. After he 
had collected a number of these, 
he would bury them in a sec- 
ret spot under a cliff on Arab • 
Fork. 

So many stories have been 
told about Old Bob Tabor that 
it is a very difficult matter to 
separate fact from fiction. Whe¬ 
ther the stuff he made in the 
kettle had any value or not I 
do not know. However, old set¬ 
tlers were convinced that he 
did find a small source of lead 
from which he manufactured 
bullets; that he did find a source 
of salt peter which he used in 
making blasting powder. 

After many years of arduous 
toil, the silver hunter’s strength 
began to wane. He used his 
last remaining strength to bury 
his kettle and other tools in 
some secret place. As it must 
to all men, death came to Bob 
Tabor. It was here on Arab 
Fork beneath the towering cliffs 
they laid him to rest. 

Below his final resting place 
still flows the clear sparkling 
unpolluted water as it did in 
his day a hundred years ago.

It would proDably be a tossup 
which has had more written 
about it. the Elliott County Di¬ 
amond Mine, or the Swift Silver 
Mine. The main difference 
seems to b e the location. The 
Elliott Diamond Mine has re¬ 
mained in the same location; 
the Swift Silver Mine has mi¬ 
grated all the way from Paint 
Creek in Johnson County all the 
way down through the Red 
River Gorge in Wolfe County. 
Whether or not anything of val¬ 
ue has been taken from either 
place I do not know but the 
many stories written about 
them have made interesting and 
entertaining reading. 

Just after the Civil War peri¬ 
od, there was a man in these 
parts that devoted his entire life 
in an apparent fruitless search 
for a silver mine. Although 
! mor e than a century has passed, 
you can still see mounds of 
earth above the high cliffs on 
Arab Fork of Sinking Creek in 
Elliott County. Although flat¬ 
tened by the passage of time, 
those mounds are still clearly 
visible. Today they remain as 
a silent reminder that one man 
spent his entire lifetime in a fu¬ 
tile search for the pot of gold 
at the end of the rainbow. 

They called him Old Bob Ta¬ 
bor, not for any notoriety he 
had achieved, but perhaps on ac¬ 
count of his particular mode of 
living. A noted writer had said 
that we all need the tonic of the 
wilderness. Admittedly, Old Mr. 
Tabor had more than his share 
of this commodity; he literally 
lived in the woods. He had no 
known source of income except 
the herbs he sold in summer 
and the few skins he marketed 
in winter. The basic needs of 
man concerned him but little. 
He took his food where he found 
it; the overhanging cliff provid¬ 
ed his only shelter; andl ittle 
money was needed to provide 
such clothing as he wore. 

At the break of day he began 
his arduous toil. He had what 
was called a churn drill. He 
lifted it up and let it fall with 
its own weight rather than 
striking it with a hammer. It 
was a slow and laborious pro¬ 
cess but .after a week’s toil, he 
would sink a hole six feet in 
depth through the rock and 
earth. After he had set off a 
charge of blasting powder, he 
would pick through the upturn¬ 
ed mound, selecting the stones 
with ore bearing streaks. 

In the summer he had no 
permanent place of abode. He 
moved from rockhouse to rock- 
house depending on where his 
diggings were located. At the 
first blast of winter, he retreat¬ 
ed to a more protected shelter. 
His winter quarters were near 
a good source of wood and wa¬ 
ter. 

As a small boy I heard an old 
man tell about visiting him in

that his bed consisted of a deep 
mound of leaves covered with 
a few skins. He had one heavy 
cast iron kettle in which he 
did all his cooking. He would 
kill a deen,end after removing 
the entrails, he would hang it 
up, head downward, under the 
cliff. He would cut from the 
carcass as needed. Crowfoot 
grew in abundance under the 
cliff (it still does) and 'he used 
it for greens in winter. 

My informant said that he 
had a heavy oval-shaped cast 
iron kettle which he used in the 
smelting process. He had a 
huge pile of rocks piled up to 
work on during the cold winter

NEWS SUMMARY 


By Jim Warren 


EDUCATION — Gov. Wen¬ 
dell Ford announced he is re¬ 
turning higher education bud¬ 
get requests to the Council on 
Public Higher Education for 
further action. The state's eight 
schools requested about S330 
million for the next biennium. 
Governor Ford implied that the 
council should have recommend¬ 
ed budget cuts instead of pass¬ 
ing on the requests exactly as 
they were drawn up. 

TAXES — Coal officials pro¬ 
posed a 20-ccnts-per-ton sever¬ 
ance tax on coal but said it 
should be limited to surface- 
mined coal. Robert Holcomb, 
president of Coal Operators 
and Associates, Inc., said the 
underground mining industry 
cannot now afford the burden 
of a severance tax. 

LEGISLATURE — The Citiz¬ 
ens Committee on the General 
Assembly recommended adop¬ 
tion of 45-day annual legisla¬ 
tive sessions instead of the cur¬ 
rent 60-day session once every 
two years. The change would 
require an amendment of the 
state constitution. 

EDUCATION — A legislative 
committee on higher education 
recommended replacement of 
the Council on Public Higher 
Education by a more powerful 
council. The new council would 
have the power to approve gra¬ 


duate and other proffessional 
courses at Kentucky institutions. 

LEGISLATORS State lei 
islators caucused at the Ken¬ 
tucky Darn Village pre-l<E>isla- 
t'ive conference to elect leaders 
for the 1972 General Assembly. 
Rep. Norbert Blue, D-Louisville, 
was elected speaker of the 
house and Sen. Willia Sullivan. 
D-Henderson, was chosen presi¬ 
dent pro tem of the Senate. 

DISCLOSURE — The Interim 
Committee on State Govern 
rnent approved a bill which 
would require annual financial 
reports from all elected and 
some appointed state officials. 
All interests over S1000 would 
have to be reported.

"Some waitresses and peo¬ 
ple with similar types of jobs 
in the Morgan - Elliott County 
area are not receiving social 
security credit for their work," 
1 says Thomas B. Thompson, dis¬ 
trict manager of the Ashland 
social security office. 

"Too often, employees fail 
to report their cash tips. Mon¬ 
thly social security benefits 
are based on the worker’s aver¬ 
age earnings. When cash tips 
are included in those earnings, 
it means that the worker or 
his family may be able to get 
higher social security checks 
later on.” 

Thompson stated that cash 
tips that add up to $20 or more 
a month in the course of work 
for one employer count for 
social security. It i s required 
that an employer be given a 
written report of the employee’s 
tips if they add up to $20 or 
more in a month. This tip re¬ 
port is due within 10 days after 
the end of the month in which 
the tips were received. 

The Internal Revenue Ser¬ 
vice provides Form 4070 (Em¬ 
ployee Report of Tips) which 
may be used in making the 
tip reports. “Your employer 
will collect from you the social 
security contribution on the tips 
you report to him”, Thompson 
said. 


If a worker or an employer 
has a question regarding cash 
tips, he should contact the 
nearest social security office”, 
Thompson concluded. The Ash¬ 
land number to call is 325-7666.
